The Centra! Intelligence 
Agency is ending its associa-

Mr. Bush and three of his 
assistants met Thursday with 
William A. Rusher, a member 
of the council and publisher of 
the National Review, and Ned 
Schnurman, the council's asso- 
ciate director, at the C.I.A. 
headquarters in McLean, Va. 
The meetings were held at the 
request of the council, a volun- 
tary group that monitors the 
performance of the national 
.press, to clarify the C.I.A. 's 
position on the employment of 
journalists.
